EVENTS OF THE 


LTHOUGH very heavy artillery work has been 

general along all the front in Belgium and France, 
infantry actions have been local only. In_ several 
minor opefations the Australians had advanced nearly 
a mile on a two-mile front near Morlancourt, between 
the Ancre and the Somme. The Germans attacked 
here and entered our front positions at one point, but 
were soon expelled, and we took 50 prisoners. Late 
the Australians stormed and took the village of Ville- 
sur-Ancre and the surrounding positions, with 400 
prisoners and 30 machine-guns. North of Albert we 
also improved our position, and near Beaumont Hamel 
carried out a successful raid German artillery has 
been especially active on our northern front and near 
Bethune. 

The enemy attacked the French north of Kemmel 
and were beaten off. Later the French advanced their 
position in this locality and took prisoners, and still 
later they made a bigger advance east and north-east 
of Locre on a two-mile front and took over 400 
prisoners. Along the Avre valley the French gained 
ground and took 70 prisoners 

Both British and French airmen have done a great 
amount of bombing and reconnoitring work behind the 
German lines, and there has been heavy 
in which the enemy was almost invariably beaten.

Sir John French issued a proclamation that it had 
come to the knowledge of the Government that persons 
in Ireland were in treasonable communication with 
the German enemy. Nearly 100 arrests have been 
made, including four M.P.’s, and practically all the 
members of the Sinn Fein executive. No announce- 
ment has been made concerning the charge, but it may 
have a connection with the arrest of a man who was 
put ashore in Ireland in a canvas boat from a sub 
marine, and who is now in the Tower.

The second great treason trial—the Bonnet Rouge 
case—has ended in Paris. The Bonnet Rouge was an 
evening paper which carried on a pacifist campaign; 
it also fostered class strife, and was notoriously anti- 
British. It was proved that it received £40,000 from 
Germany to carry on the work. Duval, a director, is 
sentenced to death, and the other seven connected with 
it to terms of imprisonment from ten to two years. 
The editor, Almeyreda, committed suicide in prison 
after his arrest. 

Savinkoff, the Russian Minister for War .in the 
Kerensky Administration, has reached Norway, where 
he has published a letter denouncing the Bolshevists. 
They received pay from Germany to organise humilia- 
tion and chaos for Russia so as to make it a prey for 
Germany. ,

The sisters’ quarters are in the 
house of a German pastor, next door to the German church 
It is a comfortable-looking house; the sisters, I believe 
use their camp kit for furniture. There is a nice garden

The dock section has 400 beds; 100 in a very large ward 
formerly a customs office, judging by the counters and 
the bars at the ends, which are used for handing out the 
diets from the kitchen. There are some obvious disad 
vantages: the sisters’ meals have to be carried through 
the ward, there being no other way of getting them from 
the kitchen to the mess-room at the other end (unless they 
could be run along on a heated trolley outside), and thei: 
sitting-room is rather small. However, as the warmer 
weather comes on they will be able to sit outside on the 
verandah, and the sea view on all sides is a beautiful 
one. Their bedrooms are in huts built along one side of 
1 narrow passage-way. There is a theatre, and 
dressing and anwsthetising rooms. The matron has a little 
hut office on the railway line. She visits all the other 
sections daily, a car being provided for the purpose 
The whole ‘hospital, with its five sections, comprises

On these leaves are clearly printed, with red type to 
emphasise special facts, and smaller type to include 
further details, a most well-chosen selection of Nursing 
Points, many of which cannot possibly always be pro 
duced by the brain at a moment’s notice (¢.9., how 
much soda to the gallon in an alkaline bath, or what day 
a given rash should appear), but which would cause no 
worry if this little card were always on the person. 

Abbreviations in prescriptions, pulse, and respiration 
rates at different ages, how to change Fahrenheit into 
Centigrade degrees, and vice-versa, danger signs in ill- 
ness, all these details and many more can now be “‘ever- 
ready’ at no practical increase of pocket luggage.

This little book was originally brought out as a com- 
panion volume to the author’s ‘‘Questions and Answers on 
First Aid,” with a view to the examinations of St. John 
Ambulance Association, but Dr. Martin having died.
